Mrs. Waldcn was the first 
one in the mill to discover the re- 
markable display and as soon as it 
became generally known the mill was 
shut down for the night by the super- 
intendent, Asa 
Clark, although 
it 


, lacked half an hour or so of closing 


time. The wonderful display lasted n 
long time and was watched by many 
people till 2 o'clock m the morning. 
It was spoken of for many years af- 
terwards as the "bloody night."

CELESTIAL PHOTOGRAPHY,

undertakes, but uleu the machine that 
makes It—WUK proved to lie deserved by 
Henry Draper, for ho made and he mount- 
ed tho first American reflecting telescope. 
With it ho took over 1,600 photographs of 
tho heavens, and the instrument is still lu 
UEO in Ilarvni'd obporvatory. 


Thotolcscopo not only rovealsmoro than 


can bo tioen by the cyo alonn, but tho sen- 
cltivo iilni aurpahses tho power of the eya 
when aided by the telescope, for the camera 
records on tho film objects which tho oyo 
cannot see through tlio greatest magnify- 
ing lenses. No matter how far awny or 
how dimly it shines, tho light of tho faint- 
est star in time impresses the film, and 
thus that which is invisible to the eye be- 
comes -visible on tho plate, 


In celestial photography the camera Is 


kept moving during tho talcing of a pic- 
ture. The exposure sometimes lasts sev- 
eral hours, aud if the camera were station- 
ary tho motion of the earth would soon 
carry tho subject out of line with tho tele- 
scope. The camera, therefore, is attached 
to the tube of the ioleacope, and the object 
to bo photographed is brought into the 
' lens at tho inHThuotion of two cross wires. 


Then by a system of clockwork the tele- 


' bcope moves so that tho bubjoot ccovpies 
' tho sarno position on the plate during the 
expofauru.

is hardly likely. Having got yonr ditch 
fnll of sea water, nothiug retrains but 
to maho it race round and round in thi 
trench, whereupon the earth's axis wil 
begin to point toward difterint quarters 
of tbe heavens from those it indicates 
at present. The amount of deviatio: 
will depend on the radios of the ditch 
the amount of water it holds, the speet 
•t which the latter moves and the time 
flaring which the motion is kept np.

NO WHITEWASHING 


Thft commission called by the Presi- 


dent to investigate the management 
of the war has commenced its ses- 
sions. It Is clothed with authority to 
make a sweeping: inquiry, touching not 
only the administrative bureaus of the 
department, but the official conduct of 
every responsible officer In any wise 
identified with the war. 


The ones who agitated the investiga- 


tion cannot now complain that it la to 
be one-sided, or abortive. Their earlier 
apprehension that only the subsist- 
ence, medical and departmental offi- 
cers were to be called to give an 
account 
Is entirely allayed 
by the 


broad instructions of the President'! 
statement of the scope of the Investi- 
gation. 


There is to be no glossing over of 


shady matters. The probe is to be in- 
serted without fear or favor. 
Officers 


in, ell branches of tbe service, privates 
in the ranks, official records, contract- 
ors and complaincrs are all subject to 
the subpoena of the commission and 
the President is pledged to see that 
they are produced when wanted. 


I£ ther* was neglect to buy supplies 


the commission will learn why, and fix 
the blame. If there was failure to 
deliver rations and medical stores to 
the army when needed the commission 
will ascertain the cause and place the 
responsibility. If there was unneces- 
sary sickness and inadequate hospital 
attendance the reason will be learned 
ind the stigma therefor placed where 
It belongs. 


The commission is not to be handi- 


capped or restricted in any direction. 
The secretary of war himself will come 
under the jurisdiction of £he commis- 
sion. If he failed to do what good 
judgment demanded be done he will 
not escape censure. The inquiry is to 
be exhaustive, and upon the final re- 
port will hinge the credibility of the 
alarming reports which persuaded the 
secretary of war to request that an 
Investigation be made. 


The uniformly high character of the 


members of the commission precludes 
any suspicion that it will do Its work 
so as to shield anybody. While the 
calm and conservative judgment of the 
country is that much of the clamor is 
pure sensationalism still everybody is 
anxious to have the searchlight of 
truth turned upon the record. 


HOOSEVFI/T WINS. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt as expected 


won a large and overwhelming victory 
at the republican state convention at 
Saratoga Tuesday. He was nominated 
for governor of New York amid great 
enthusiasm and by a majority of near- 
ly four to one. 


The talk of Col. Roosevelt's inellgl- 


hlllty for the offlr**, on thf* trronnd thnt 
he had sworn away his citizenship in 
New 
York, it 
IH not believed will 


amount to much. It seems to be well 
proven that he had no intention either 
of relinquishing his citizenship In the 
Empire state or of dodging any just 
taxes. No man, even the rough rider 
at the top wave of hla popularity and 
with ample ability to pay his taxes 
twice, has any desire to do so and It 
would be unfair to expect him to con- 
sent to it. 
The affidavit in question 


was simply for the purpose of avoiding 
paying the same taxes twice. 


The people of New York want by a 


large majority Roosevelt for governor, 
and they ought to be allowed to have 
him.

And tho popular vote waa a still 
greater surprise. In the city at large 
he had a plurality over Mr. Flagg of 
45 votes. In wards 2 and 3 Mr. Flagg-'a 
margins weie narrow, being five and 
six votes respectively. It is doubtful 
whether two more generally popular 
or evenly matched men could have 
been picked out in tbe city. 


The republicans of Franklin county 


did a wise and creditable thing on 
Tuesday when they elected delegates 
to the senatorial convention favorable 
to the candidacy of Herbert C. Parsons 
of Greenfield for state senator. Mr. 
Parsons has made un enviable record, 
in the lower branch of the legislature 
and no man in the county is, perhaps, 
just at this time so well fitted to serve 
the interests of that constituency in 
the upper branch. The gentleman will 
be one of the leaders in the senate. 


It is no reflection upon the abilities 


of Representative A. E. Hall's com- 
petitor for legislative honors in Wll- 
llamstown that the republicans in that 
town endorsed Mr. Hall for re-election 
at their caucuses on Tuesday evening 
by a large' majority. It was simply an 
endorsement of a most 
satisfactory 


legislative service and an expression 
that the interests of the town would 
be conserved just at this time by re- 
taining as representative a man ex- 
perienced and tried as a legislator and 
thoroughly in touch with affairs at 
Boston, 


San Francisco, Sept. 28.— The Post re- 


iterate* its former stories regarding' the 
supplying of arms to the Philipines by 
the German government, and Is positive 
that its authority is absolutely correct. 
Th* Post yesterday published an in- 
terview with its Informant In which he 
says that he Is not in a position to tell 
tbe fall story, as he IB financially inter- 
ested in the plot and has actually been 
a party to the scheme. 
He aays that hft 


is interested in the German Philippine 
trade to the extent of nearly $1,000,000. 
and that for 15 years Germany has been 
working1 among: the Insurgents for her 
own benefit. 
He also told The Post 


that there would never have been a rev- 
olution had it n<ot been for 
government. 


Continuing, he says: '"The arms that 


liave been supplied came from tbe Im- 
perial government and were furnished 
through the trading companies In which 
I am Interested, so as to conceal tha 
German hand. 
The arms that are now 


beinig carried by the insurgents are from 
the same source. 
Aguinaldo, who ac- 


cepted a petty bribe to desert the cause 
of the insurgents, has not the money to 
arm and equip a big army, aj:« it haa 
taxed hU resources to furnish such sup- 
plies alone.

Vet those who are "In tho know" re- 


garding railroad matters declare that cats 
do not watch wloo more closely th;m tho 
Now York Central and Pennsylvania au- 
thorities are today watching Hill and hU 
Chicago friends. Yelled allusions to the 
situation were printed In ono of tbe after- 
noon papers late last week, but the truth 
was hardly more than Muted at, for there 
is no doubt at all that whatever coup muy 
he executed in behalf of tbe B. and O. la 
sure to bo followed by something quite an 
rodlonl and farreachiug for tho benollt of 
tho Vanderbllt and Pennsylvania systems. 
Will There Be • General OnalMKatT 


Thus should tho B. and O. and Groat 


Northern linos be practically consolidated 
bo as to afford a continuous line of rails 
from ocean to ocean tho Pennsylvania 
linos and tho Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiuoy system would be virtually mado 
ono In mighty short order. And, while tho 
Burlington does not reach quite to tho 
Pacific as yet, it has been extended a long 
way In that direction, and its completion 
to tho edge of tho western ocean would bo 
a matter of much shorter tiino than many 
persons suppose. Whether tho Great North- 
ern oould stand this without damage is on 
interesting question. That Hill believes 
it can will bo a foregone conclusion should 
he decide to effect the consolidation men- 
tioned, for he must certainly understand 
tho situation with regard to the Burling- 
ton as well as the officials of that road and 
the guiding spirits in the Pennsylvania 
system. 


Ona thing seems to be true, according to 


the source of my information, and that is 
that Hill has not made his plans known 
or oven given the faintest Inkling thereof 
to tho New York railroad men. In the 
judgment of Interested parties hero this 
points to no other conclusion than that ho 
is likely to "cut loose" and mako a gen- 
eral onslaught, possibly even to tho extent 
of demoralizing rates. Should he do this 
it is more than likely that the Vanderbilt 
lines will take a hand In tho scrimmage, 
and then there will be fun. In fact, ex- 
treme aggressiveness on the port of Hill 
will virtually force all the trunk lines to 
bestir themselves. As the Great Northern 
is a road of exceptionally low grades the 
Hill combination will have some advan- 
tage over the other transcontinental lines, 
but it is well within tho possibilities that 
this matter of grades may be remedied. It 
would take many millions to do it, but 
both the Vanderbilts and the Pennsyl- 
vania folk possess the millions. 


Receiver Cowen. 


Mr. Cowen, the legal partner in the 


"firm" of Baltimore and Ohio receivers, 
which has done a good deal toward bring- 
ing the B. and O. into line for future ex- 
tensive usefulness, is pretty well known 
in Now York, and bis big, stout figure is 
often to be seen on the streets here. 


Comparatively speaking, ho is still a 


young man, and he has been moro wrap- 
ped up in the task of getting tbe system 
out of its legal and financial difficulties 
•than any othor task of his life, burring 
possibly his campaigns when he was run- 
ning for the bouse of representatlTes. Air. 
Cowen, by the way, is greatly interested 
in the St. Lawrence university at Canton, 
N. Y., a coeducational institution con- 
auoted under tho auspices of the Universal- 
ists. Mrs. Cowen takes a much greater in- 
terest iu this Institution even than he. 
Her contributions to its funds and tho 
scholarships, which she boa virtually en- 
dowed by assisting St. Lawrence students, 
have been a source of substantial support 
for many years. 


Considering the relative size of St. Law- 


rence, tho number of its graduates who 
are doing well in this town, particularly 
tbe borough of Brooklyn, is unusually 
largo. They include teachers, lawyers, doc- 
tors, publishers, newspaper editors, writ- 
ers, business men, and tho annual St.

HolstaM Than Needed. 


By means of a large number of ob- 


servations Mr. J. W. tntt to able to 
confirm what has been stated by other 
observers that certain butterflies and 
moths are very mncb addicted to drink, 
n a paper published in the " proceed- 
ngs";of tlie South London Entomolog- 
oul and Natural History society Mr. 
Cut* says fibers can be no doubt that 
mtterflioe dtink more than is required 
>y tbeit Mtsuss under any possible con- 
litions. He iiaa known Polyommatns 
tmon to sitfcr more than an hour mo- 
Uoutew teeept for tbo slight movement 
of soaking op and. discharging the 
nfetetnra ahasat coutinnonsly. 


What this inloraal bath may really 


mean cannot bo sarmlsed. Another im- 
lorhmt factor as to this drinking hafoit 
a a strange one, the "thirsty souls," 
as far as his observation goes, being al- 
most entirely males. Possibly if exact 
observations could ba made it might be 
'onnd ttaa*t females in small numbers 
also visit pnddles, pools and streams 
tor drinking purposes, bnt as far ae Mr. 
Tntt has been able to discover it is the 
males alone who indulgo ic these copi- 
ous libations, while the females are 
away laying eggs. Moths and bntter- 
3ie9 of both senes visit sugar, overripe 
'rnlt and similar dainties, bnt they do 
so for food, 'the males alone seem to be 
attracted by pure water, and Mr. Tntt 
raggests that, their e'xtra activity hav- 
ing originally given thorn greater need 
in this direction, a habit which was at 
irsfc a necessity has become so pleasur- 
able that excessive drinking has literal- 
ly become a vloe.

Andy Walsh had been In a drunken 


stupor several days 
No one on the 


ship had soon him in such a condition 
uefoie, and they wondered what had 
happened to make him 4,0 
off and iill 


up ' Ho was one of the best men in 
the navy and had seen bervice in tho 
eaily sixties 
He could do moic woi,t 
than any othti tuo men on the ship, 
jut there was something that had both- 
ered Andy since he was dutachfd fiom 
.he receiving ship and bent to the bat- 
tleship 
It \ a the fust time in alt 


his lone service m the navy that Andy 


bent for duty on boa: J of, ab he put 


it 
a tin Bhip, with nothing but en- 


Sines and not a yaid of cam as any 
wheie" Andy was lost, and when ha 


given liberty h<- went on bhore and 


partook of the cup that cheers" until 
t got the better of him 
He \vas taken 


back to the ship m disgiace and, al- 
though the officers paid no attention to 
him, he considered himself under arrest 


While making a tour of inspection of 


the vessel one day the captain noticed 
the condition of Andj and asked an offi- 
cer why he had not been reported. The 
officer tried to make some excuse, but 
it was no use 
He was repiimanded, 


nd Andy was put m the "brig- " He re- 


mained there several days and was then 
brought before the court to be tried for 


'serious offense" When told that 


he was going to be court martialed, 
Andy worried 
He had several medalg 


for good conduct and was proud of 
them 
He asked one of the younger of- 


firrrs what they were going to do with 
him and when he learned how serious 
the charges w ere against him asked the 
officer to act as his counsel 
This he 


agreed to do 


The day of the trial came, and tn or- 


der to mike a good impression on the 
members of the court Andy was told by 
his counselor to appear in the best uni- 
form he had and alao to wear bis med- 
als 


Some of the sailors have medals ef 


honor for bravery There are so few of 
them how ever that it is safe to «=ay 
that half the officers in the service have 
never seen one 


Several minor cases had been disposed 


of by the court, and the recorder called 
' Andy Walsh." 


The orderly ushered the old seaman 


into the officers' quarters where the 
court was hold 
He was nervous and 


trembling but saluted as he answered 
to his name 
On his clean blue shirt 


were pinned his good conduct medal 
and the badge of the Grand Armv of 
the Republic while between them hurg 
an odd looking bronze mefial suspended 
from an eagle with outstretched wings 
None of the officers had ever seen one nf 
these medals and it was the medal that 
saved Andy from severe punishment 


After being sworn and the chnrgri 


read to Mm the president of the court 
was about to proceed when one of the 
junior officers leaned forward and whis 
pered something to him. The old skip 
per adjusted his glasses and looked at 
the old sailor, who thought his doom 
was scaled 
'What kind of a medal Is that you 


have got there9" he gruffly asked the 
old seaman 


Andy pointed to the medal and tried 


to say something, but it was useless* 
Hit voice failed him 


Before the captain coulfl repeat his 


question Andy had taken the medal off 
and placed it on the table before the 
officers of the court. All looked at it, 
but none seemed to know what It was. 


nalls' Andy's voice came to him, 


and saluting the captain, he said, "ID 
w 11 given to me by congress during tha 
war" That was all, and those few 
w ords had an effect on that court that 
was surprising. Andy did not have to 
stind trial, but was sent to his quarters 
and ordered to return to the courtroom 
with the certificate that was given htm 
w ith the medal. It was handed to tha 
captain and read as follows; 


"Andrew Walsh, seaman, belonging 


to the tT. S S. Metacomet, constituted 
one of the boat's crew which, in charge 
of an acting ensign in the United States 
navy, \vent to the rescue of the officers 
and crew of the U S S Tecumseh when 
that vessel was sunk by a torpedo In 
passing the forts in Mobile bay, Auff, 5, 
1864 
This boat's crew, under their brave 


leader, went w ithin a few hundred 
yaids of one of the forts under a fire 
which Admiral Farragut expressed a» 
'one of the most galling1 he ever saw 
and suec,e«ded in rescuing from death 
ten of the crew of the Tecumseh. Their 
conduct elicited the admiration of bottt 
friend and foe" 


When the captain had read the cer- 


tificate, he turned to Walsh and shook 
hands w ith him and told him he was ex- 
cused. After Andy left the courtroom 
the captain turned to the members of 
the court and said* 'Gentlemen, there 
Is a man who has received the highest 
gift the department can give, and there 
is no doubt that he deserved it I be- 
lieve there is r.ot one of you here who 
would not be willing to lose an arm for 
the privilege of wearing one of those 
medals " 
Andy nad been out of the service for 


some years but when Uncle Sam call- 
ed for volunteers to help whip Spain he 
was one of the fiis* to respond. Tho age 
hrmt however, kept him out. The cap- 
tain who once tried Andy never forgot 
the incident of the first mortal of honor 
he ever saw and nevei tires of telling 
how it nearly broke up the court.
